Safety 



1 . Power Source— The unit should be connected to power 
supply only of the type described in the operating instruc- 
tions or as marked on the unit.

Installation 
Environment 



1. Water and Moisture— Do not use this unit near water— 
for example, near a bathtub, washbowl, swimming pool, 
or the like.
